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A’ eomplication in Pott’s 
disease of the spine is abscess for- 
mation resulting from caries. 
It matters little what part of the 
spine is attacked, suppuration fre- 
quently results. It is claimed by some 
orthopedic surgeons that fifty per cent 
of their cases are attended with ab- 
scess complications, others give a per- 
centage of thirty or forty. Given a 
case of rapidly developing Pott’s dis- 
ease presenting a sallow skin, loss of 


a sharp prominent kyphosis, there is 
no doubt. that suppurshve complica- 
tions exist. 

If pus formation occurs in the cer- 
vical region it will make itself mani- 
fest by pointing usually just behind 
_ the sterno-cleido-mastoid muscle, hav- 
ing followed down the sheath of the 
longus colli, or it may point in the pos- 
terior wall of the pharynx, and has 
even been known to permeate the 
structures of the thorax and open in

the inter-costal spaces, trachea, and in 


the pleural cavity. 


_ Ifthe diseased area be found in the 
dorsal region resulting in abscess, it 
will appear on the back, or in the re- 
gion of the ilium or follow the dorsal 


ligaments and sheath of the psoas 


muscle until it appears usually above 
or below Pouparts ligament, although 
as is well known, pus will gravitate in 
the ditection of the least resistance, it’ 
may track backward and point in the 
loin, or appear at the back of the 
thigh, and instances are on record 
whets it has found its way into the 
bladder and perineum. 

Owing to. the complex. anatomical 
relationship of muscles, fascias, and 
ligaments existing in the lumbar ve- 
gion, there is no certainty where pus 
will gravitate to, starting from a dis- 
eased lumbar vertebra. | 
It usually terminates just below 
Poupart’s ligament as does psoas ab- 
scess, or it may appear at the outer 
border of the erector spinae mucles as 
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a lumbar abscess, and again tee mat- 
ter may follow the internal iliac mus- 
cle over the posterior brim of the pel- 
vis tracking downward appearing as a 
gluteal abscess or following other 
courses Offering little resistance the 
pus may reach the bladder, intestines 


and vagina, 
The constitutional derangement is 
not so marked during the time of the | 


burrowing of the pus and abscess for- 
mation as might be imagined. 
ever this depends upon the structures 


involved. That local manifestations in- 
cluding heat pain and pressure, are 
greater in cervical and lumbar abscess 


has been my observation. Fever is an 
uncertain symptom, there is generally 
a light evening temperature, however, 
a temperature of 105 degaees is not 
uncommon in aggravated cases. 

It will be well, when arriving at a 
diagnosis of abscess resulting from 
Pott’s disease to take into ‘considera- 
tion purulent formations from other 
causes, aneurisms, cystic, fatty, or 
Other fluctuating tumors. And if 
in the region of Pouparts ligament it 
will be necessary to differentiate be- 
tween psoas abscess, femoral hernia, 
hip disease abscess, bubo, retained or 
undescended testicle, hydrocele of in- 
guinal canal, and myomata. 

The symptoms of simple or chronic 
abscess found in the cervical, dorsal, 
lumbar or femoral regions, where we 
usuaily observe local manifestations of 
Pott’s disease, are rigors, hectic fever, 
loss of appetite, and exhaustive per- 
spiration; while in abscess from spinal 
caries these symptoms may be entirely 
absent. And in regards to the other

néoplasms mentioned, the history and 
characteristic symptoms of each will 
aid us largely in our diagnosis. 

It is most fortunate if the abscess 
resulting from spinal caries can be 
opened near the diseased area, as then 


the sinus can the more easily. be 


traced to the primary point of suppur- 
ation. | 
The prognosis is all the more un- 
favorable in a case where the abscess 
has existed for along time, the pus 
gravitating to some remote point 
forming a long tortuous sinus which 
must be laid open in some instances, 
in our effort to explore and reach the 
seat of disease. 

In suggesting a line of treatment 
in these abscess formations attending 
Pott’s disease, it is not my intention 
to recite the extreme views heid by 
different operators. Trueit is each 
case must establish a plan of proced- 
ure for itself. Itis not good treat- 
ment to allow the suppurative process 
to run its course unmolested, but on 
the contrary it is advisable to evacu- 
ate a purulent collection as soon as 
discovered. Lay open the sinus if 
practicable and necessary to aid in 
reaching the diseased vertebra. If the 
sinus leads through parts extensively 
traversed with important vessels and 
nerves, it may be enlarged sufficiently 
to admit of the introduction of a ster- 
jlized drainage tube, by the aid of the 
uterine dressing forcep, or dilator. 

If the opening of the sinus be re- 
mote from the diseased area, the 


drainage tube may be made to follow 


the suppurative track by the aid of a 
uterine sound or other slender probe. 
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SOME REMARKS ON POTT’S DISEASE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


If the diseased area has ample exit, a 
strong solution of peroxide of hydrog- 
en should be used to free it from all 
purulency, otherwise a 1-2000 bichlor- 
ide wash is recommended, followed by 
quite warm normal saline solution, 
this being well drained off, the cavity 
is filled with a ten per cent iodoform 
emulsion and repeated in ten days to 
two weeks, the wound being carefully 
dressed, following each injection with 
sterilized gauze and cotton, and ban- 
daged reasonably tight. It is not good 
surgery to curette an abscess cavity or 
sinus where there is dead bone at the 
bottom that cannot also be cut away. 

The reason is obvious, it would 
create a traumatic surface where sep- 
tic infection would be likely to result. 

Phelps of New York makes little use 


of the iodoform emulsion in psoas ab- — 


scess, relying more on thorough drain- 
age and bichloride washes, he first in- 
serting a drainage tube up to the 
point of disease on the end of a stiff 
probe, 
 Retro-pharyngeal abscess in cervical 
Pott’s disease presents 2 grave com- 
plication on account of the danger of 


suffocation by its rupturing into the 


pharynx. If the collection of pus be 
discovered early it should be evacuated 
externally to prevent infection of the 
gir passages. If this be not practice- 
ble and the abscess points in the 
throat, the patient’s head shouid be 
lowered backward to prevent suffoca- 
tion when it is incised. The matter 
will be discharged through the mouth 
and nostrils, the mouth being held 
Open with a gag enabling the operator 
to better view his work. When an at- 


of abraided surfaces. 
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tempt is made to reach the deep cer- 
vical abscess from without, an incision 
is made, preferrably, along the poster- 
ior border of the sterno-cleido-mastoid 
muscle, extending it with care down 
through the fascias beneath. As the 
important ves3els appear they are held 
aside with a retractor by an assistant, 
and the deeper structures separated 
by blunt dissection, using a blunt 
pointed scissors or a groove director. 
When the abscess points in the 
throat and is incised, great precaution 
should be used in the use of peroxide 
of hydrogen to liquity and cleanse out 
the purulent tract, especially in young 
children, as dangerous suffocation is 
likely to ensue from the sudden pro- 
duction of foam in the throat. To ob- 
viate this the bichloride solution, 1 to — 
2000 is made use of. And in this con- 
nection, it may not be amiss to caution 
against the continued use of the per- 
oxide in abscess cavities or in sinus 
tracts, as this agent manifests its activ- 
ity in a cual manner; first as a germi- 
cide, and secondly it acts ina mechan- — 
ical way, destroying granulating ac- 
tivity, thereby retarding the healing 
Neither should 
the peroxide he used in any cavity 
without it has ample exit, as the rapid- 
ly accumulating gas distends the tis- 
sues; causing pain and pressure, be- 
sides enlarging the diseased area.

Thoughts are things, 
And things are thoughts objectified. 


N their ultimate analysis of nature, 
philosophers attribute all things to 


matter and spirit. Parma and akasa, 


cause and effect, statics and dynamics. 
Kaut’s philosophy divides all nature 
into form, name and causation, which 
means practically the same thing. 
Here is a metal cup made of a sub- 
stance technically called sheet iron. 
This metal can be changed in quality 
from crude pig iron to the finest steel 
watch spring or the kcenest surgeon's 
knife or finest cambric needle. In form 
can be changed from the tin cup to a 
piano, or a locomotive, or a Jews 
harp. or a carpet tack; but throughout 
all these changes it is still iron, with 
change of form and name only. So 
all things are but the various pbhysi- 
cal manifestations of thought objecti- 


fied, under the at present existing 


conditions of life. Under other en- 
vironments and _ conditions things 


would appear far different than now, 


and have different forms and names. 


If the simple mixture of nitrogen and 


oxyyon called air was either one of 
these elements alone, or any other ele- 
ments or mixture of elements, what a 
wonderfully different world we would 
have ‘Think a moment what it would 
be under pure oxygen. Our _ stoves 
would burn as fast as the fuel within 
them, Animals that now live many 
years would get through a long life in 


afew days. All iron would rust rap- 


idly away, nearly all other metal would 
oxidize, change form and _ properties 
and mostly fall to dust. All vegeta. 
tion would soon cease. Water and 
dry barren land would be the dead 
world. If life were at all possible it 
must be constructed on a vastly differ- 
ent system from the present. If on 
the other hand our atmosphere was 
nitrogen only, all animal life must 
suddenly become extinct. All vegeta- 


tion would rapidly follow. It would 


be a dead organic world. A charnal 
house of dead forms preserved without 
decay. For without oxygen there 
would be little or no decomposition. 
Any other atmosphere would make as 
vreat a change. | 

Without thia nice adjustment of the 
elements of our atmosphere, there 
would be no world as we know this 


one. Yet with all these changes, 


parma and akasa, the primary cause 
aud effect would be the same. The 
primal essence, called causation never 
changes, and must be considered the 
essence of all things, 

Genuine thought is laborous pro- 
cess and slow of realization. Whoever 
would make anything intelligently 
must first fashion or plan it in 
thought, then objectify it mechanically 
out of materials at hand, which were 
but the result of previous thought, 
perhaps remote in time.

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process of evolution, everything that 
has been thought may be _ re-thought. 
New combinations and _ re-arrange- 
ments of old thoughts, will make new 
and complex varieties. 

All knowledge is thought, which 
may be compared to the atmuspheric 
air. Surrounding the earth and pene- 
trating the air, denser in some places 


than in others, but much finer stuff 


than air. A thought once used may 
leave an impression on the gray sur- 
face cf the brain or not, accurding to 
the intensity of its impact with the 
nervous tissue. Thoughts once used 
return to the great ocean of thought, 
there to remain until called forth 


again, by the same or another thinker, 


So, be careful how you think, don’t 
pollute the great reservoir of thought 


with foul or unhealthy thinking, for 
they will surely be called back to the 


detriment of yourself or some one else, 
Long continued pessimestic thought 
works an infinite amount of harm and 
misery for the future. Wars, pesti- 
lence and famine are the yaunt and 
ghastly offspring of a long course of 
previous evil thought, That long and 
dreadful epoch called the Dark Ages 
was the result of the previous selfish 
thought and its immediate offspring, 
which dominated the later Roman per- 
lod. How rapidly thought works on 
the masses is seen in the speed of ideas 
given out by enthusiasts of all kinds. 
Such is seen in the evangelist and fa- 
natic, the anarchist and Chinese box- 
ers, the revolutionist and invader. It 
has been said that a great thought 
once started will go on forever. It 
may make such an impression on the

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human mind and brain as to become 
hereditary and be a habit of the race. 
Such is the source of many of the 
traits common to the Genus Homo. 
If you require any particular informa- 
tion or knowledge, you will find it all 
in that invisible, eternal library await- 
ing your command. 

The more a particular muscle or 
lot of muscles are exercised the great- 
er proficiency. The same,with thought. 
The potency of thought may be so 
great as to become an almost invinci- 
ble power. Such are the thoughts of 
all the great thinkers. And this pow- 
er is within reach of any or all of us, 
and why not accept it. The reason we 
don’t accept it is because of a faulty 
training, our early education has been 
too much parrot like, following author- 
ity. Very little of the writings of to- 
day are original, but mostly compila- 
tions, for we are but slaves of the past. 
When our schools teach our children 
how to think independently, then the 


world will advance rapidly. great 


minds have broken away from the 
dogmatic orthodoxy of the day, and 
have cast off the “tyranny of the 
dead” and have become independent 
of authority. Where would the fore- 
most inventions of the times be but 
for the bold and independent thoughts 
of Edison and a few like him. 

How to attain a profundity of 
thought and knowledge: All thought 
in its native purity is abstract. When 
translated into human knowledge, 
those forms and names must be 
adopted that belong to the various 
languages, and they are necessarily 
arbitrary. Soto obtain the knowl- 
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edge universal, it is necessary to lay a 
foundation in names and forms and 
become conversant with the arbitrary 
rules used by others, so that we may 
understand their idioms and make 
ourselves intelligible to them. When 
you become sufficiently familiar with 
the technical names and forms of any 


particular subject, you are at liberty 


to lay away your text book of other 
peoples thoughts and opinions, for 
they can scarcely if ever become your 
own thoughts unless you get them 
from the same source in the same way 
that the author got them. But you 
can get the knowledge in an original 
manner, and in your own way, and it 
will stay with you better if you will 
study it right. Take for example some 


stance. Read over carefully once only 
to become familiar with the the terms 
—now close the text book and think, 
concentrate your thoughts by shutting 
out everything else. It may be diffi- 
cult at first but persistence will over- 
come that. For some it will be well 


to shut the eyes, or sit in the dark, or 


be alone, or gaze intentedly at some 
inert object. To become good think- 
ers it 18 well and necessary for some of 
us to practice day and evening, at the 
same time and place. I began by such 
a-process. Isat erect and comforta- 
ble for ten minutes every night for 
three months, breathing slow and reg- 
ular, my eyes directed to a spot on 
the wall a little above my level and 
about twelve feet away. I made my 
mind a perfect blank at first, until 1 
could control and direct it. Previous 
to these sittings I refreshed myself 


with plenty of pure air and a sup of 
cold water. Now I can control my 
mind under most any circumstances, 
Some can control themselves under 
the most difficult conditions, such ag 
during a fire, a fight, or some great 
catastrophy. ‘These are the vunes who 
control men. They become leaders 
of men. Such was the composure of 
Napoleon that gave him all his suc- 
cess, until one fatal day when he lost 
his wonderful control, he allowed 
doubt the great disturber to enter his 
mind, hence his Waterloo. Such was 
the composure of Admiral Dewey that 
after a number of Spanish shells had 
exploded near his vessel, and his whole 


fleet were in a frenzy to return the. 


fire, and even after a submarine mine 
subject in anatomy, our finger for in- 


had exploded near his ship, he still 
waited until he had gotten into a po- 
sition to suit him, when he said in his 


usual steady voice: “Now you may fire.” 


That instant a veritable hell broke 
locse, and not many minutes later the 
Spanish fleet was a total wreck, and 
Manila capitulated, 

To become proficient on any sub- 
ject, take the smallest part of it at a 
time, and concentrate upon that, and 
if not entirely satisfactory leave it for 
awhile, then return later and repeat it. 
You will be surpised how one small 
part will rapidly develop all there is to 
be known upon a given subject. Be- 
fore re-concentrating it is well always 
to change ones whole attitude to the 
subject, then, on returning to it, the 
mind will be refreshed and rested, I 
choose 10 p.m. for my preliminary 


practice, for at that hour there were — 


fewer distractions abroad for me. But 
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proper one for you, Some people 
practice this concentration intuitively, 
and would be surprised if they should 
be told of it.. An anecdote is told of 
Edison, how the representatives of a 


to him and asked if a certain thing 
could be done. He said, ‘‘excuse me 
gentlemen, I will tell you shortly.” 
He then retired to his private inner 
chamber. After waiting impatiently 
for a season—for their business was 
urgent—one of them thinking that he 


to open the door, there sat the wizard 
with closed eyes as if asleep, They 
feared to disturb him, so retired and 
waited. In about an hour Edidon re- 
turned and said: ‘‘Yes, gentlemen, it 
ean be done.”

When apendicitis first became fash- 
ionable, I was sorely troubled with a 
doubtful case. Isat alone with the 
patient one day, he was to weak to 
speak I determined to have it out 
with myself. So I meditated on his 
condition about an hour [ should 
judge. After that I felt that I was 
master of the situation. My patient 
got well without the knife. What 
success I have since had in the prac- 
tice of medicine I attribute to this 
kind of study. Don’t get an idea that 
in any way I believe in Christian 
sclence, mental healing, faith cure, 
home of truth, or any other fad, for I 
am a strict but liberal specific medica- 
tionist.

Il HAVE, for a long time, been rather 


enthusiastic over the value of Hy-

severe that he would sit on the edge 


of the bed and moan, oftentimes, yell. 
These attacks were always of a simi- 
lar nature and occurred regularly. He 
was unable to take either solid or 
liquid food, even in small quantities 


his whole appearance 


without causing a return of the pain, 
a teaspoonful of milk being sufficient 
to produce it. His condition was pit- 
liable. His cheeks were hollow, eyes

I was called at the end of the third 
week of his illness. The former phy- 
sician had employed opiates in large

was brought to my offics by her 
guardian to be examined for a_ sup- 
posed pregnancy of about three 
months advancement. There was a 
history of the usual phenomena inci- 
dent to the earl) results of pregnancy 
—suppressed menstruation, morning 
sickness, etc., and to strengthen the 
supposition that pregnancy existed, an 


acknowledgment of having indulged 


in illicit intercourse, A physical ex- 
amination of the breasts, vulva and 
cervix added corroborative evidence in 
support of this theory. It was im- 
possible, however, to determine by a 
bimanual examination whether the 
uterus was actually enlarged or not, 
owing to the excess of abdominal adi- 
pose tissue. My advice, therefore, to 
the guardian was to wait fora month 
or two before putting the child away 


‘1n a private institution, as was his in- 


tention, for by that time a diagnosis 
could be made with some degree of 
certainty. Notwithstanding, as I 
learned subsequently, the girl was 
placed away, the women folk having 
taken matters into their own hands, 
saying, to the guardian, “Your doctor 
must be a fool. Any old woman can 
see that the girl is in the family way.” 


Several months later I was called 
upon to visit this same girl at the in- 


- stitution where she had been placed. 


I gathered that the girl was overtime 
and that the physician in charge was 
somewhat puzzled with the condition 
of affairs. I found my patient to all 
outward appearance about to become 
a mother, and was informed that the 
girl had felt life on several occasions, 
but lately there had been a complete 
cessation of movements. 

An examination, however, revealed 
an infantile uterus, the abdominal en- 
largement being due to an excess of 
adipose tissue, with intestinal flatulen- 
cy. Hot baths, with massage, were 
prescribed, and in a few days the girl 
was menstruating and at the present 
writing is enjoying good health, 
though still somewhat inclined to cor- 
pulency. 
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Two Cases in Practice.

(}* August 21st, last, 1 was called 

to a farmer who was suffering 
from acute retention of urine. He 
gave history that on the previous’ day, 
being heated from labor, he drank 


freely of cold water and then sat on 


the damp ground for probably fifteen 
minutes, since which time he had 
found it impossible to urinate. 

I prescribed gelsemium, and with 
difficulty passed catheter. There was 
such spasm of the urethra that often 
the catheter was grasped so tightly as 
to preciude the flow of urine and also 
to hold the catheter, a soft one, im- 
movable. 

_ Returning next day I found that he 
could void his urine freely and without 


pain. He had no further trouble from 


that source, but called my attention to 
something of a lump over the cecum. 


I diagnosed impaction of feces, and 


ordered cathartics without specifying 
any particular kind. 
Shortly afterward he was visited by 
a friend who had undergone operation 
for appendicitis, who alarmed him by 


telling him that that was what was the | 


trouble with him. Hearing of this 
I again visited the man and confirmed 
my diagnosis. I now ordered castor 
oil in large and repeated doses until 
the bowels should be thoroughly evac- 
uated, but the oil did not doits duty. 

Behold now the influence of sugyes- 
tion, not alone on the mind of the pa- 
tient, but on the minds of physicians 


us well. The next thing that I heard 
of my patient was that he had started 


for Portland to have an operation per- 
formed. He reports to me that he be- - 
gan to feel better during the first half 
day’s ride. On his way, he consulted 
four several physicians, each of whom > 
diagnosed appendicitis—not because 
either wished to operate, for all re-. 
fused —but each one advised thorough 
catharsis, and one gave him a pill 
which did what the oil failed to do, 
He says that he filled a big bucket 
with fecal matter. Anyway he came 
home well. 

- Seeing him after his return I said to 
him I presumed that no reasons that I 
could give would convince him that he 
did not have appendicitis, after con- 
sulting so many wise city doctors, I 
being nothing but a scrub, | 

He replied that at first he knew 
nothing about appendicitis, but he had 
since tried to inform himself, and that 
he did not see how any one could have 
that disease and have no inflamation 
or fever with it, 

My mistake was of practice, not di- 
agnosis. I knew that the trouble was 
from impacted feces; that the colon 
was inert. A pill of rhubarb, aloes, 
gamboge and a drop of croton oil 
would probably have unloaded the 
bowels. 

CASE NO. TWO 
Was this same man’s daughter, aged 
twelve. The messenger informed me 
that she was insane. On my arrival I 
found her asleep. She awoke rational, 
but with diarrhea and complaining of 
violent pains in the bowels. Explor- 
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ing with my hand to find the areas. of 


tenderness, I took occasion to slide my 


hand down on the pubis which I found 
to be covered with hair. Passing my 
hand up to the chest, I found the mam- 
mae developed to about the size of a 
large white walnut before its husk has 
shriveled, or let us say to the size of a 
large hen egg. 

{ easily controlled the diarrhea and 
soon had the girl feeling very well. 

The parents wanted to know the 
cause of the attack. 
it was hysterical mania and that the 
girl was develoving into womanhood, 
Then they told me she had a similar 
attack of mania the previous month. 
It has now been three weeks since the 
last attack, and I am waiting with cu- 
riosity to see whether my remedies 
and advice (if followed) will prevent 
_ another attack and establish the func- 


tions of menstruation. 
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I seem just now to be suffering un- 
der an acute attack of the disease, 
cacoathis scribendi. Of late I have 
been greatly interested in Dr. Logan’s 
articles. They originate from a 
thoughtful man. I wish I were as 
thorough as he. Does his business as 
chemist make him thorough, or is it 
his thoroughness that qualifies him 
for the work of chemistry? 

Io the October number he speaks of 
tetanus especially as resulting from 
wounds of the toy pistol, and seems 
to connect the disease with the wad- 
ding. I have treated no wounds from 
the toy pistol, but have treated many 
gun shot wounds, mostly received at 
short raages. In none of them did 
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I told them that 
that causes tetanus. 


symptoms of tetanus intervene. I had 
finger shot off, as the hand was rest- 
ing on the muzzle of the gun, and also 
was shot by a rifle from a distance, the 
bullet passing just through the skin 
but not touching muscle or bone. Both 
wounds occurred in summer, In some 
of the cases treated, wadding and 


clothing passed into the wound, but 


ng LT said no tetanus symptoms showed. 
Hence I conclude that it is not so 
tauch tee wadding as the age of the 
patient and the site of the wound 
All physicians 
and the laity know that wounds of the 
hands and feet are more apt to de- 
velop tetanus than in other parts of 


the body. 


Record show that tetanus prevails 


more near the sea shore than inland. 


Also, that a greater percentage of wo- 
men than of men recover. Whetber 
this be owing to the greater looseness 


of woman’s jaw, I leave to the lady 


physicians to decide. 

In some of the Orkney and Shet- 
land islands, northward of Scotland, 
tetanus prevails so much among the 
newly born that hardly can the num- 


_ ber of inhabitants be maintained from 


indigenious birth, and the disease has 


won the name of trismus neonatus. 


My conclusion is that wounds from 
the toy pistol so often result in tetanus 
because of the site of the wound and 
youthfulness of the patient. 

The sale of toy pistols should be 
suppressed. 
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Puerperal Septic Infection.

p UERPHRAL septic infection, com- 
1 monly known as puerperal fever, 


is the morbid condition of the puer- 


poral female, caused by the entrance 
of either bacteria or other products, or 
both, into the circulation, either 
through the placental site, the num- 
erous rents and tears, or the lining 
membrane of the genital tract. 

In view of the fact that we now 
know, beyond a doubt, that puerperal 
fever is caused by septic infection, and 
that the old classification, according to 
the pelvic tissue involved, gives too 
much prominence to the local lesion, I 
deem it best to make use of the more 
rational one, having for its basis the 
exact cause of the various conditions, 
namely puerperal sapreemia, septiceem- 
la, and pyzemia. 

Sapreemia, or septic intoxication, 18 a 
systematic disturbance, affecting chief- 
ly the nervous system, due to the ab- 
sorption of ptomaines or toxines result- 
ing from the putrifaction of retained 
bloodelots or secundines. It generally 
makes its appearance in from twelve to 
seventy hours after confinement. The 
patient complains of slight headache; 
has a flushed face, temperature one or 
two degrees above normal; also com- 
plains of nausea, and may even vomit

sations; very restless at first. If ab-

The patient sinks 
into a somnolent condition, from which

Nausea and vomiting increase; 
in fatal cases this somnolence gives 
The tongue is 
seldom coated to any great extent; the 
bowels are nearly always constipated ; 


but may have diarrhea late in fatal 


cases, lhe primary nausea may give 
place to retching and vomiting. The 
fever is of a continued type, and grad- 
ually increases, reaching 104 or 105 F. 
in many cases; generally reaches its 
maximum height on the fourth or fifth 
day. The pulse is strong and regular 
and increased in frequency, but later 
become weak and still more rapid and 
irregular; the face, flushed at first, be- 


comes cyanotic as the heart fails. The 


respiration becomes shallow as a fatal 


termination approaches. 


_ With these formidable nervous symp- 
toms, the local symptoms are practic- 
ally nil. A slight odor may be detect- 
ed to the lochia, or may be so marked 
as to call one’s attention to it; there 
may be no pain or tenderness, unless 
the endometrum is inflamed from long 
ccntinued putrification of uterine con- 
No infiltration can be detected 
in the pelvic tissues. Prognosis de- 
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pends upon the amount of septic ma- 


terial absorbed, as well as on the pow- 
er of resistance on the part of the pa- 
tient. The poison does not develop or 


multiply after gaining access to the 
blood stream. 


Ordinarily where promp and thor- | 


ough cleaning out of the uterine cavity 


is resorted to, the results are favorable. 


By septicemia or septic infection is 
meant the pathological condition, 
which results from the presence and 
multiplication of bacteria in the blood. 
The bacteria usually causing it is the 
streptococus pyogenes; but may have 
staphylococci associated with it. 

Septiceemia may follow saprema if 
the local putrification process is not 


arrested, or may make its appearance 


independent of such a process, 

The putrefactive germs do not cause 
septicemia; but by diminishing the re- 
sisting power of the endometrium, en- 
able the septic germs to gain entrance 
to the tissues, and later the blood 
stream. 

Ordinarily there are present both 
general and local symptoms, The lo- 
cal symptoms depend on the tissues in- 
vaded by bacteria before gaining en- 
trance to the circulation, and are not 
constant, sometimes being absent. The 
most constant are those of endometri- 
tis or cellulitis. Ifthe infective ma- 
terial gains entrance through a lacer- 
tion, may have cellulitis established 
without involvement of endometrium. 
In fact, any or all of the pelvic tissues 
may be involved. 

I will not dwell upon the local 
symptoms, with which all are un- 
doubtedly acquainted.

The systemic disturbance makes its 


day, either as a chill or marked rest- 
lessness, followed by fever. Pulseand 
respiration are increased; there is an- 
orexia; the tongue is coated, and if not 
dry at first, soon becomes so; very apt 
to be more or less nausea. 

The fever is of a remittent type; at 
first it varies from one to two degrees 


point every evening, until about the 
fourth or fifth day, when it aeaches its 
highest. There are morning remis- 
sions, but never as low as on the pre- 
ceding day, until it begins to decline. 
In those cases where there is no local 
inflammation at point of entrance of the 
infective material, the fever usually 
disappears at the end of a week; but 


especially cellulitis, it may drag along 
for days. In some instances there is 
active deyelopment of toxines, and 
nervous symptoms may develop; but 
ordinarily they are not so severe as iD 
Sapremia. (A patient suffering from 
sapremia is in the well known “ty- 
phoid condition.’’) 

The post-mortem shows staining o 


the blood vessels from degeneration of 
red corpuscles; swollen spleen and liv- 


er, and cloudy swelling of the parez- 
chymatous organs; petechie and ec 
chymoses on serous surfaces, may find 
effusion in serous cavities, and the 
blood literally swarms with bacteria. 
The infective material does not seem 
to possess sufficient irritant quality 
cause metastatic abscesses, though the 
capiliaries are commonly plugged with 
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tion of the mucous membrane of intes- 
tinal tract, The blood of a septiczemic 
patient if infective. 

Prognosis does not depend on the 
amount of material absorved, but on 
| the rapidity of bacterial growth, and 
the natural resistance on the part of 
the patient, A very severe septicemia 
may exist with insignificant local 
symptoms, and vice versa. 

Puerperal pyemia isa general in- 
fective disease, which arises from the 
entrance into the blood of the puer- 
peral female, of the constituents of in- 
fected pus. Itis distinguished from 
other infective diseases by the devel- 
opment of multuple abscesses in vari- 
ous organs, and by an _ intermittent 
fever. | 

The above is Gussenbaur’s defini- 
tion, modified so as to apply to the 
pyemia of the puerperal female. 

_ Pysemia is secondary to an infection 
of thrombosed placental veins, or in 
inflammation in some of the pelvic tis- 
sues, resulting in pus formation, there- 
fore does not make its appearance as 
early as either of the other forms. 
Generally the first manifestation of 
the disease is a chill, varying from a 
chilly sensation to a marked rigor. On 
taking the temperature shortly after 
the chill, there will be found an eleva- 
more. In the course of a few hours it 
falls again to normal, or even below. 
The fall of temperature is accompanied 
by profuse perspiration. The chill, 
temperature, and perspiration occur 
frequently, but without any regularity 
as to time of day. Its chief features 
are great variation and irregularity. 
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tion of from two to three degrees or 
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The patient soon loses appetite and 
becomes emaciated; sleep is broken, 
and grows restless; tongue becomes 
coated with dirty brownish coating, 
edges red. Teeth may be covered 
with sordes: in severe cases the tem- 
perature is high. The somnolence of 
sapremia and septicemia is lacking. 
The skin shortly assumes a jaun- 
diced hue from staining from coloring 
matter of disorganized blood corpus- 
cles. A peculiar sickish sweet odor 
emanates from the patient, most 
marked from the breath. 
Where there are metastatic abscess- 
es about the joints or in the bones, 
symptoms resembling rheumatism are 
found. It is supposed that every 
chill heralds the formation of a new 
focus of suppuration. 
Abscesses in the deep organs are 
not generally detected until the post- 


mortem reveals them. When the quan- 


tity of infective material thrown into 
the circulation at any one time is 
small, or gains entrance slowly. and 
the natural resistance to infections is 
high,the disease may assume a chronic 
course. The post-mortem changes 
are the same as those of septicemia; 
but in addition, have the multiple ab- 
scesses in the various tissues, none of 
which seem to be exempt. Prognosis 
is always grave. 

Treatment of these conditions may 
be considered as prophylactic, consti- 
tutional, 

- Prophylactic treatment consists in 
carrying out the strictest aseptis in 
the lying-in-chambers. 

Inasmuch as the specific germ of 
erysipelas and that of puerperal infec- 
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tions are identical, and that often a 
series of cases follow an attendant who 
has waited on erysipelas cases or par- 
ticipated in post mortem examinations 
it is well to avoid such while attend- 
ing obstetric cases. As all of the later 
works on obstetrics deal exhaust- 
ively on the subject of asepsis, will 
not here refer to it further. Am an 
advocate of the hot bi-chloride douche 
after labor. 
Constitutional treatment is always 
of a supportive nature. Some form of 
alchoholic stimulant nearly always in- 
dicated, and can be _ nicely adminis- 
tered as egg-nog. | 
_ The systemic antiseptics, as echina- 
cea, byronia, etc., often seem to exert 
a favorable influence. Quinia and sal- 
icine are often indicated. Where 
there is infitration of the cellular tis- 
sue, Sambucus and Phytolacca can be 
prescribed with benefit. 

_ Local treatment: In nine cases out 
of ten, the seat of the infection is the 
interior of the uterine cavity, and the 
obstetrican who neglects to resort to 
the thorough curettage of said cavity, 
where there is the slightest evidence 
of a putrefactive process going on, or 
aseptic endometritis, is shamefully 
neglectful of his duty to his patient. 
True, there are cases that recover 
after irrigation of the uterine cavity; 
but in the majority of cases it only 
affords temporary relief, and causes 
the loss of valuable time, waiting to 
see what the result will be. Mean- 
while the system may be so thor- 
oughly saturated with infective ma- 


terial as to preclude the possibility of 
recovery.

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_ After the curettage has been done, 
using asharp curette, I have made 
it a practice to swab out the uterine 
cavity with pure tine, iodine or phen- 
ic acid, and to pack the cavity with 
Generally, remove 
the gauze in twenty-four hours, and 
after irrigating with bi-chloride 1. 
Keep this 
up as long as there is any purulent 
discharge. 

Should there be no ondcdiitadile: 
which may be known by absence of 
tenderness of cervix and lack of 


discharge, but evidence of infection 


having taken place from a laceration, 
uterine curettage 1s unnecessary. The 
laceration, however, should be thor- 
oughly scraped and touched with pure 
phenic acid. 

Hot turpentine stupes to lower part 
of abdomen are always serviceable, 
and douches, as hot as can be _ borne, 
afford great relief as well as promote 
absorption of inflammatory products 


after acute symptoms subside, 


Where there are spontaneous, sharp- 
cutting pains, evidence of involve- 
ment of peritoneum, opium, especially 
tr. opii deodora, is indicated. 

In pyaemic cases a@ sharp lookout — 
should be kept for superficial ab- 
scesses, Which should be opened and 
drained as soon as discovered. Sup- 
purating joints and medular canals 
should be opened and drained, 
even amputation resorted to if nec 
essary. 

In rare cases, in which the uterus 
was a mass of suppurating foci, vagi 
nal hysterectomy has been resorted te 
in hopes of limiting absorption.

‘Strabismus and the Pamily Physician. 


J.T. Duunean in the Canadian Prac- 
titioner and Review, for July, writes of 
the treatment of squint in children by 
the family physician. 

In a child aged three years and over 
he would in every case (with the ex- 
ceptions noted) advise a thorough ex- 
amination of the eyes, so as to ascer- 
tain the refraction. 

He would advise that this be done. 
ag soon as possible, but if some weeks 
must elapse before this can be done, 
he would use atropine drops once, 
twice or three times a day in both 
eyes, ordering that the drops be left 
off for at least two weeks before the 
child goes to be examined. 

If it be reported to him that the 
child needs to wear glasses, he would 
exercise his influence with the parents 
to see that they were worn. 
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In case of hesitancy on the part of 
parents to attend to the’ matter, he 
would free himself from responsibility 
by pointing out some of the dangers 
of delay: 

The child may be 
cross-eyed., 

He may be partially blind. 

An operation may be needsd in al- 
ter vears. The operation, although 
it may straighten eye, will not cure 

the blindness.— Charlotte Medical Jour- 
nal.

‘The Distinguishing Features of Rheumatoid 


_ Arthritis, Gout and Rheumatism. 


Arthur P. Luff, in London Practi- 


tioner, May 1900.—Treatment being 
different, uecessity of a correct diag- 
nosis is obvious. Absence of lipping 
of cartilages and of osteophytic out- 
growtls, pains which fly about from 
joint to joint and generally affect some 
of the muscles, presence of the rheu- 
matic erythema and response to 
salicylates, all point to rheumatism. 
In rheumatoid arthritis there are 
great deformities, lipping of ca tilages, 
_osteophytic outgrowths and grating 
of the end of the bones. It more fre- 
quently attacks poor and ill nourished 
females; the onset is insiduous; the 
joints of the hand, especially those of 
the thumb, are predilected; there is no 
obvious swelling at first; some aching 
but litthe pain; temporo-maxillary 
joint often affected and symmetry is 
the rule. Gout attacks well-nourish- 
ed males; onset sudden; great toe a 
favorite seat; swelling, redness and 
shiny coudition of skin; excruciating 
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pain: does not affect temporo-maxil- 


lary joint and symmetry is uncommon, 
St. Louis Med.

Butter as a Laxative for Ohildren. 


H. Doerfler, in the “ Muenchener Med- 
wcinische Wochenschrift,” discusses the 


use of butter in the constipation of in- 


fants and children. Acting upon the 
theory tbat the torpidity of the intes- 
tine in such cases is caused by excess- 
ive feeding, and is not a disease, he 
uses the butter as a mechanical laxa- 
tive. He names as the advantages 
that children never refuse it, and that 
pallid cheeks grow rosy under its use. 
It has little effect after six years of 
age. From one half to one teaspoon- 
fulis given to a child up to three 
months of age, and when regular bow- 
el action is established, it is then used 
only every second or third day. A 
child of five months toa year should 
have one to three tablespoonfuls per 
day. The butter must be sweet and 
fresh, and it is important that it is not 
melted, since this changes its charac- 
ter.—Popular Science News. 


The Oause of Sighing. 


Prof, Lumsden says that sighing is 
but another name for oxygen starva- 
tion. Thecause of sighing is most 
frequently worry, An interval of sev- 
eral seconds often follows moments of 
mental disquietude, during which 


time the chest walls remain rigid un-

QOroupous Enteritis. 


By J.T. Biggs, M. D., Stamford, 
Conn. Sarah S—, age 40 years, Irish, 
admitted Nov. 26; diagnosis, croupous 
enteritis. Temperature, 101. Feel- 
ing of soreness and distress in the 
abdomen, 
by pains of a colicky character, severe 
and oppressive, felt mostly around the 

umbilicus, aud associated with great 
tenderness. These attacks will occur 
for about an hour, and after an inter- 
val of two hours occur again. Follow- 
ing these phenomena, in about 24 
hours there was a decided looseness of 
the bowels with distressing pains. The 
stools contained mucous with blood, 
and shreds of membrane, and some 
cylinderical casts of the bowel. Fol- 
lowing this discharge the patient had

great relief, although there persisted 
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feeling of rawness almost constantly. 


The patient had occasional attacks of 


hysteria and neuralgig, nervousness 
and hypochrondriasis. 

The patient was put to bed and an 
absolute bovinine diet prescribed, a 
tablespoonful every two hours in pep- 
tonized milk. Her bowels were thor- 
oughly moved with emulsion of castor 
oil. 

‘Dee, 3d, the bovinine was increased 
to a wine-glassful in peptonized milk 
every three hours. 

Dec. 10th, the patient’s 
was normal, soreness and distention of 
the abdomen had subsided, and for 
five days she had no attacks of colic. 
For two days previous there had been 
no blood in the stools, no cylinderical 


— cast of the bowel, and a lessened quan- 


tity of membrane shreds. From this 
time on the bovinine was given a wine 


glassful every three hours, in pepton- 


ized milk, alternating with wine of tar. 
Her convalescence was now rapid and 
uninterrupted. 

On Dec. 26th, she was discharged, 
cured. 

In this condition, although the prog- 
nosis is favorable as to life, it is cer- 
tainly one of the most difficult of all 
diseases to thoroughly _ eradicate. 
Therefore, I claim that this case is of 
great interest, as the cure was com- 
plete, rapid and uninterrupted, and 
was certainly entirely due to the blood 
treatment. 


Treatment of Whooping Cough. 


Godshaw (Medical Progress, Aug. ’99) 
laments the fact that notwithstanding 


| 
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persistent study and experimentation 
we do not possess any reliable means 
for cutting short an attack of whoop- 
ing-cough. The best treatment will 
dono more than pailiate symptoms 
and diminish the frequency and sever- 
ity of the paroxysms of coughing. This 
however, is very beneficial and fre- 
quently essential, especially during 
the night. An opiate, when carefully 
selected, will yield the desired results 


without doing harm probably better 


than any other drug. Papine is the 
best and should be given in doses of 
five to ten drops to en infant one year 
old. Ojder patients will require pro- 
portionately larger doges.. The object 
should always be to lessen coughing 
that the chiid may be able to sleep, 
and not to produce sleep. Some phy- 


sicians rely chiefly upon anti-spasmod- 


ics—belladonna, bromides, asafoetida, 
etc., but these frequently fail. The in- 
halation treatment has not proven as 
satisfactory as was first hoped. The 


inhalation ofsteam is valuable to fa-— 


cilitate expectoration. Careful nurs- 
ing to avoid complications, and the ju- 


dicious use of Papine will do much to 


lengthen the interval between fits of 
coughing, even during the daytime, 


and thus husband the little 


strength.—Wed.
